1. Claims 5, 11, 13, 17, 19 and 21-22 are allowed.

The prior art of record failed to anticipate or render obvious the following 

limitations as claimed. 

Transparent original illuminating device which is provided at its transparent 
original side with a plurality of urging portions disposed at positions corresponding to an 
out-of-image area in a width direction of the transparent original, said urging portions 
protruding less than a depth of field of said lens.
